Congressman Know-1 Will Give 
Berkeley 


land Has a Plan 
I 


to Settle the 


Matter, 


a Square Deal 


For Public 


Building. 


Congressman Joseph Know-land 
of 


Alameda has a plan 
to 
determine 


which claim o£ the cities of Berkeley 
and Alameda for a Federal building 
should first be presented to, and, if 
possible, worked through Congress. 


His idea is that the postmasters and 


representative citizens of both places 
should come together and decide the 
matter in conference, or by lot, be- 
cause, he holds, it is a difficult matter 
to "secure an appropriation for a Fed- 
eral building and there is no possi- 
bility at all of securing an appropria- 
tion for such a structure for both the 
cities mentioned at the same time. 


Speaking on the subject this morn- 


ing. Congressman Knowland said: 


"Both Berkeley and Alameda have 


long wanted a new postofflce, but I do 
cot know when their wishes can be 
gratified. It is a difficult matter to get 
an appropriation for such a structure, 
because of the multiplicity of such de- 
mands from all parts o£ the country. 


• "While the postofflce in Oakland was 
"building, there was no possibility of 
obtaining from Congress an appropria- 
tion for a similar building in the same 
county. That, of course, put ofE any 
relief that might have been afforded 
Berkeley and Alameda. 


. "The Congressional delegation this 


year felt that they had to unite in fa- 


vor of a Federal building at Eureka, 
but there was no public buildings bill 
before 
Congress. I thought at one 


time there would' be nothing done even 
for rivers and narbors. Cannon would 
not allow tHe public buildings bill to 
come up in the house. 
' "I do not know that there will be a 
public buildings bill before the next 
Congress, but if there is, I presume 
the State delegation will still be in 
favor of Eureka. . After that is dis- 
posed of, I think I shall be able, or I 
shall try, at lec.dt,. to do something for 
Alameda and Berkeley. There will be 
no chance at all of getting buildings 
for both places at the same-time.

timely discovery 
of Richard Rowe, a 


janitor at the University of California, 
prevented the destruction by flre' this 
morning of historic South Hall, one of 
the oldest and largest buildings at the 
State University. 


Aided by Eustace Furlong, an instructor 


in the Deparfment of Anthropology, he 
fought the flames, which started on the 
third floor, with buckets of water placed 
in the hall for Just such emergencies. 


For a time it seemed as if the flamee 


would get beyond, their control, and an 
alarm was turned in, to which the Uni- 
versity flre department responded. Rowe 
and Furlong, with their buckets, how- 
ever, quenched the flames and the ser- 
vices of the firemen were, not needed. ' 


The building Is valued at about J50.000, 


but on the 'third and second floors all 
the specimens 'and valuable finds of Pro- 
fessor Merrlam, which are of priceletd 
value to science, are stored. These finds, 
which represent the latest and most Im- 
portant work in anthropology in America, 
could never have been replaced had the 
fire once swept through the building. 


The flre started from crossed- electric 


wires in the dark room of. Professor Mer- 
riam's department. Janitor Rowe,was at 
work in the department when the" flames 
burst forth. He at once gave the alarm 
and began to fight the fire with the flre 
buckets. Furlong came to hte aid and the 
fire was put out. Tho damage is nomi- 
nal.

TALKS TO 
STUDENTS 


"Do Your Best if You 


Have Nothing But 


a Jack Knife," 


'WASHINGTON, 'March - 25.—President 
Roosevelt presented diplomas -today to the 
class graduated- from- -the United States 
Medical School at exercises held in the 
h.all of the National Museum. 
He ad- 


dressed a-large ;audience and delivered a 
message, to the twenty-three newly made 
doctors on the responsibilities of the ser- 
vice they have entered. 
", 


The President drove to the Museum 


from the White House. He entered on 
th arm of the Surgeon General of-the 
Navy and was warmly applauded. 


The President was introduced by 


Medical Director R. A. Marmion, pres- 
ident of the Faculty of the Naval 
Medical' School. As the names were 
called the diplomas were handed " to 
the President who, in turn, presented 
them to the graduates and at the 
same time -gave each one a cordial 
handclasp. The diplomas became mix- 
ed and the President entered heartily 
in the search for the right sheepskins. 
After that he took all of the remaining 
diplomas in one arm and called the 
names himself. 
The family doctor 


was eulogized by the President in his 
remarks as one for whom everybody 
encourages the greatest intimacy and 
affection. 
The duties of the naval 


doctors,' the President said, enabled 
them "to'' be of advantage 
to their 


"stay-at-home" brothers in the oppor- 
tunity they have"for the study of trop- 
ical diseases. 
The absence of proper 


utensils 
with which to work was 


mentioned by the President as an in- 
convenience that will often' hamper 
them in their work. 


"You have a double standard of 


honor to uphold," said., the President, 
!'that of doctor and that of an officer 
of the navy." 


Continuing, he said the responsibil- 


ities that rest upon the naval doctor 
admit of nothing but the hardest kind 
of work in time of war. He said he 
was not.-.-competent, to talk of their 
professional duties, but that he wanted 
to.repeat that if war comes it is al- 
most certain to find the medical pro- 
fession unprepared -and, this -will -en- 
tail greater trials'to those at the front. 


"Do your ;best. if you have nothing 


but a. jack, knife to do it ..with," he 
admonished. 
He said that it would 


not do to wait for proper materials .as 
often times only makeshifts were at 
hand. He said he had seen such con- 
ditions himself at San, Juan 
where 


doctors and -surgeons worked 
hours 


over operating" .tables with 
instru- 


ments not suited to the needs and with 
eyes that told of trials and lack of rest.

cover the author of them,- and when 
found will begin criminal actions.

SETTLEMENT

TROUBLE AT SAN DOMINGO 


MAY BE EFFECTED. 


NEW YOKE, March 25.—Thomas C. 


r>owson, American Minister to the San 
Domingan Republic, had an important 
conference Thursday,1 says a. Herald 
despatch from Santo Domingo. He 
met Charles Renoz, the Belgian Min- 
ister; Dr. E. de Perera Blesa, Spanish 


Charge d'Affaires, who is acting for 
both Spain and Germany; Luigi Cam- 
biaso. Charge d'Affaires for Italy; W. 
R. 
Thormann, head of the German 
consular Bureau in San Domingo; B. 
Bancalaria, a leading Italian creditor, 
and representatives of the Domingan 
government. 
French 
Charge d'Af- 
faires de Toux was not present but 
was represented. 
Subject 
to 
the approval of the 


Washington authorities an amicable 
agreement was reached for a tempor- 
ary settlement of questions at issue, 
pending the final approval or rejection 
of the protocol by the United States' 
Senate. 


The Domingan -government agrees 
that Mr. Dawson shall nominate one 
American to act as Interior Commis- 
sioner and collect all the custom- 
house revenues of the island, accord- 
ing to the spirit of the protocol. 
This commissioner, according to the 
agreemen, will pay 45 per cent of the 
actual net receipts to the Domingan 
government. 
The remaining 55 per 
cent will be deposited intact in a re- 
sponsible bank, subject to ultimate 
disposition under the American proto- 


col, and no distribution will be made 
from this fund in the meantime. 
Mr. Dawson has wired to Washing- 


ton for permission to nominate the 
commissioner. The 
Domlngans 
are' 
pledged to appoint the nominee. 


Foreign creditors and diplomats are 
said to be in perfect accord to empow- 
er the selection of the receiver, who 
must be an American, with foreign 
assent guaranteed.. 


Until the Senate acts there will be, 
under the new arrangement, no furth- 
er partition of the custom's revenues, 
the entire 55 per cent of the net re- 
ceipts going into the common fund and 
being held in trust.

ST. PETERSBURG, March IS.— 


Stung by the wholesale criticism late- 
ly heaped upon the War Office for ite 
unpreparedness and incapacity in pro- 
viding the Manchurian army with 
men, 
guns and munitions, the army 


organ today lays bare what has been 
done since the opening of hostilities, 
giving the exact figures. From these 
it appears that up to March 12 the 
War Office had dispatched 13,087 offi- 
cers, 761,467 men, 146,308 horse*; 1,521 
guns and 316,321 tons of munitions and 
supplies to the front, declaring 
the 


transportation strained the Siberian 
railroad to its utmost capacity. 


TO AVOID WAR. 


The JArmy Organ admits that the 


army in the Far Bast when the war 
opened was hardly worth the name 
(no figures being given, but it is 
known that the troops did not exceed 
60,000 men) practically defending this 
on the ground that Emperor Nicholas 
desired to avoid war, and, therefore, 
refrained from sending reinforcements 
which surely would have provoked it. 


The criticisms of the War 
Office's 


failure to adsquatelys supply Port 
Arthur is.met toy the statement that it 
was provisioned for a garrison of. 12 
battalions, the decision to put thirty 
battalions there being taken so late 
that the original calculations could not 
be remedied. 


THE GUNS. 


While affirming that 
the 
quick- 


firing guns and field guns of the Rus- 
sians are superior to those of ' the 
Japanese, the War Office explains that 
the misfortune in the insufficiency of 
mountain guns was due to the fact 
that when the war broke out Russia 
was. just adopting a. new pattern. It is 
denied that the War Office was de- 
ceived in regard 
to 
the 
available 


strength of the Japanese army, or the 
organization of the Japanese reserves, 
but the army organ frankly .admits 
that the talents of the officers and the 
wonderful spirit of the soldiers were 
miscalculated. 


The" publication of this article has 


created a, sensation among military 
men, 
and in public circles many of 


them are censuring the. General Staff 
for disclosing valuable military secrets 
and finding from the figures a prac- 
tical admission that the war has cost 
almost 500,000 men in killed, wounded, 
prisoners and sick, as the whole ef- 
fective army in the Far East is now 
believed not to exceed 300,000 
men.

FOR THE CENSOR. 


The books now printed go to the 


censor, by whom their sale must be 
authorized within seven days or if it 
is alleged that they violate the crim- 
inal law the question of confiscation 
must immediately be submitted to, and 
be decided by the courts. Heretofore, 
maniucripts were «ent to the center, 


and sometimes •were held for months 
and years. lie had the arbitrary right 
to prohibit their publication without 
any confirmation of his decision by 
the courts.

"Your Honor, they say they 


have arrived at a verdict"

"Bring them in," was the response 
The jurors filed m careworn after their long vigil and took their 


seats and they were then asked bv , Clerk McNulty "Gentlemen, 
have you arrived upon a verdict?'' and they all responded, 
"We 


have " 


George W. Shreve, foreman of the jury, then arose and handed 


the verdict to Judge Greene 
It was recorded in the minutes and 


then read aloud 


'We, the jurv in the case of David Kiniry, charged with the mur- 


der of Policeman James Hume Smith, on the night of November 27, 
1903, find him guilty of murder in the first degree, and fix his penalty 
at life imprisonment." 


Kiniry turned a shade paler as he sat by his counsel when the 


verdict was handed to the clerk, but he arose with a smile after the 
verdict was announced and seemingly went away fully satisfied that 
it was all that he could have expected under the circumstances 


None of the jurors would tell how they stood upon the question 


or what the point was upon which they argued all night. They all 
bound themselves not to say or divulge how they arrived at their ver- 
dict. 


HOW JURY STOOD. 


After the jurors had dispersed two consented to talk and then 


said that Jurors McLean, Krellmg, Hayes and Partridge were the 
men who hung the jury. 


In speaking of this one juror said • "We took seventeen ballots 


and these men finally said we would turn him loose before we would 
hang him

of these men told us he had voted to hang a man once and 


could see him then and would never vote to hang'another."

The Kiniry Verdict 


The public has received the verdict in the Kiniry case with feel- 


ings closely akin to disgust. 
It is regarded on all sides as a lamen- 


table miscarriage of justice. The vagaries of juries are past under- 
standing, but the verdict in this case is inscrutable in an extraordinary 
degree. It gave a magnificent compliment to the defendant's attor- 
ney at the expense of justice. 


Recently two police officers in Oakland have been shot down by 


robbers who committed murder to escape arrest, yet when one of the 
assassins has his guilt established to a mathematical certainty an in- 
vertebrate jury halts between its judgment and the penalty it should 
have exacted. The result is a verdict of imprisonment for life in a 
case that is absolutely without extenuation or claim to'sympathy. As 
for the juror who went into the box knowing that his chicken heart 
and superstitious fears would override irrefragible testimony, he com- ' 
mitted an offense againstjpublic morals by failing to reveal to the ; 
coW Uk total incapacity to serve in a murder case. 


Kiniry should have been hanged or ac^uiiteu. That he deserves 


to be hanged the evidence convincingly proves. The District At- 
torney correctly described him as a human rattlesnake. A vicious 
and cold-blooded scoundrel, he deliberately embarked on a career of 
crime without being urged by vices or misfortunes, and slew the gal- 
lant officer who detected him with as little compunction as a terrier 
would kill a rat. He was a thief and a robber by profession and a 
murderer by premeditation. He had mapped out his course of action 
in the event of such exigency as was created by the appearance of 
Officer Smith, and he followed his plan ruthlessly to the letter. 


No wonder bloody crimes are so frequent in this community. 


Tee police, the courts and the prosecuting officers may do their duty, 
but if juries fail in theirs the whole scheme of suppressing crime by 
tew falls to the ground. If an ingenious argument based on supposi- 
tions and inferences which are absolutely controverted by positive 
testimony and by every law of probability, can turn the heads of jury- 
men till they become involved in a maze of self questioning, it is almost 
enough to make one despair for the jury system. Justice has been 
stricken a foul blow by men whose character is above suspicion, but 
whose quality of mind unfits them for jury duty. 


The World's Chief Seaports 


The foreign commerce of the Pacific is often derisively stated to 


be small compared to the commerce floated on the Atlantic, but a re- 
cent bulletin issued by the Department of Commerce and Labor puts 
it in an altogether different light. 


If the average person were asked through wha.t seaport the 


largest tonnage engaged in foreign trade passed, the reply would prob- 
ably be London, New York, Liverpool or Hamburg. 
But the an- 


swer would be wrong 
The seaport boasting the largest tonnage 


is none of these, nor any port on the Atlantic ocean. If the official 
bulletin alluded to be correct, it is to be found in the Orient on the 
China Sea, which is but a division of the waters of the Pacific ocean. 


The port in question is Hongkong. 
Its claim to the distinction 


of being the first seaport in the world, so far as the aggregate of ton- 
nage cleared and entered in foreign trade is concerned, was establish- 
ed by expert investigation made by direction of Secretary Metcalf. 
The fact is of tremendous importance to cities on the Pacific Coast, 
particularly San Francisco, for the trade of the Occident with the 
Orient is rapidly becoming centered on these shores. 


Referring to our bulletin we Snd that London is the second 


port in the world for foreign trade, Antwerp the third, New York the 
fourth, Hamburg the fifth, and Liverpool the sixth. Buenos Ayres 
lanks ahead of every seaport in the United States except New York. 
In aggregate of tonnage of all kinds, Chicago is the first marine cen- 
ter in the world, but it is not properly a seaport, and nearly all of the 
shipping plying in and out of its harbor is engaged in domestic 
trade. 


With Hongkong it is different. That port is the clearinghouse 


for the East, and the extent and growth of its sea trade is but one of 
the evidences of the mighty volume of international traffic centered 
under the British flag. There are many great seaports in the Ori- 
ent, many maritime cities larger than Hongkong, but none that chal- 
lenges its supremacy in the ocean trade. 
Calcutta, Bombay, Singa- 


pore and Shanghai are all great commercial cities, but in the mat- 
ter of foreign trade Hongkong outclasses them. The sea traffic of 
Borneo, Sumatra, Ceylon, Formosa, the Japanese archipeligo, the 
Philippines, Java, the Straits Settlements, the Chinese littoral and 
India meets and interchanges at Hongkong. 
We gather some idea 


of its value and volume when we learn that the ocean tonnage of 
the comparatively small city of Hongkong exceeds that of any other 
port on the globe. 


This surprising fact should be a spur to California enterprise, a 


stimulant to the commercial spirit of San Francisco. The East is call- 
ing. Over the Pacific comes the murmur of a mighty traffic which 
should be brought to San Francisco bay. What Hongkong is to the 
other side of the Pacific San Francisco should be lo this side. In time 
San Francisco ought to be the first seaport in the world in the matter 
of tonnage engaged in foreign trade, although she can never hope 
to rival New York in volume of domestic tonnage. 
At any rate 


San Francisco is destined to rank among the first half dozen great 
commercial centers of the earth.

Importing Cheap Foreign Labor 


Commenting on a recent article printed in this paper, discussing 


the flood of European immigrants now pouring into the North At- 
lantic seaports, the San Bernardino Times-Index says: 


"It is quite true, as THE TRIBUNE so pertinently observes, 


that this United States is getting far more than its share of the 
scum of Europe and Asia, but there is that which interests us, of 
Southern California and Arizona much more closely than the troubles 
of the eastern seaboard, and that is the enforcement of the alien con- 
tract labor laws in such a manner that railroads will no longer be per- 
mitted to import murderous cholos and other brands of Mexicans 
to fill our jails and asylums when they are not taking the bread out 
of the mouths of white men. There is an evil that might be combat- 
ted with more show of reason than any political wildmills." 


What our San Bernardino contemporary says is undeniably true. 


It is also undeniably true that a considerable per centage of the im- 
migration now coming from Europe is in reality contract labor. 
The 


law has never been able to wholly stop the importation of alien con- 
tract labor, and in times when wages are high and labor, troubles 
frequent the agents of large employing corporations are particularly 
busy drumming up laborers to send here from abroad. „ The law is 
skillfully but patently evaded. There is only a color of concealment 
in the importation of cheap labor from Mexico. But how is it to be 
stopped? 


The French duke who wants to sell his title to some rich Amer- 


ican would probably have a hard time proving his right to it. IE the 
title be genuine it is hereditary and cannot be bartered away. If it 
is bogus the conveyance is equally worthless. 
French law does not 


recognize titles, hence anybody is at liberty to assume a title if he 
uants one. Many of the oldest and most famous titles in France are 


worn by parvenues who assumed them on the strength of some land 
purchase or by trumping up geneolbgical claims of a. spurious char- 
acter. As the male lines of the families which originally held the 
titles are extinct, there is nothing to hinder this self-creating ennoble- 
ment. Then there are a lot of nobles descended from the aristocracy 
Napoleon tried to fashion from his generals. As this material was 
rather raw to begin with, the product is still crude. 
However,--a 


French title has nothing like the significance and importance that 
attach to an English one.

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Chief Wittman May Not Be Out of 


Reach of Grand Jury 
KNAVE 


Abe Ruef Cannot ]>e Reached for 


Taking Fees as Attorney 


SAX FRANCISCO, March 25.—This is not a good jear 


for the crooks They are being turned up or turned down in all 
directions. 
The era of graft that overwhelmed the country 


seems drawing to its close. The reflex wave that always follows 
the flood wave seems to have "begun to pull the rascals under. 


George W. "Wittman, Chief of Police of San Francisco, has 


at last been removed. Whether the Grand Jury will be able to 
get him into the criminal courts remains to be seen. 
That 


Grand Jury is after him and he may yet be landed in a dock. He 
has been immune a long time, but it begins to look as if "things 
were coming his way"—disagreeable things. 


Wittman was before the police commissioners years ago. 


He was a Sergeant then. The poor outcast women of the slums 
came up in dro~s es and testified that he had forced them to pay 
tribute. The hangers-on of these women told the same story. 
There had been a quarrel among the grafters, and the truth 
came out 
But the Police Commissioners would not break the 


Sergeant. Tobin and Alvord and Dan Burns were the Com- 
missioners then. The police department was not at its best 
under their influence. 


Wittman vvent along up the ladder. He did this by his 


native ability and his eminence in the Masonic order. He is a 
bright man. He has grown rich on a small salary. He had 
become well-to-do way back in the clays -^en he was a Sergeant. 
It takes a smart man to bring up a family and grow rich on the 
pay of a policeman. But Wittman prospered and climbed the 
ladder. He became Lieutenant and he became Captain. 


Then James D Phelan made him Chief. The Commission- 


ers who voted for his election were William T. Wallace, Josiah 
R. Howell and George A. Xewhall. They took their orders 
from Phelan 
All of them must have known that, except in the 


matter of ability, Wittman was not the man for the place—that 
police grafting would thrive under him. They are supposed to 
be upright members of the community. Phelan was supposed 
to be a "refonnei." 


Then why was Wittman made Chief? The reason shows 


how some otherwise good men get small and wrong when their 
tempers are aroused Phelan was at war with the "Exammei." 
As part of the war the paper had attacked the police depart- 
ment. Phelan and his Commissioners were frothing at the 
mouth. They cast about for something that they thought would 
offend the "Examiner" the most. They hit upon the appoint- 
ment of Witlman and the appointment was made. 


Out of siieh small resentments grow great evils. 
Phelan 


lost his chance to reform the San Francisco police department, 
and Wallace, Xewhall and Howell lost the respect of a lot of 
good citizens, who had before that held them high. 


Then it was supposed that Schmitz would turn Wittman 


out as soon as he succeeded Phelan. He was pledged to such 
action. But he did nothing, and before long it began to appear 
that the able Chief had woiked into the good graces of the new 
Mayor. He seemed to fit right into the Ruef scheme of graft 
and to be sailing right before the wmd of approval. The Bui- 


letin supported him as part of the old Phelan contract and 
after a time the "Examiner" got tired of hammering him when 
he seemed invulnerable. 
He was hand-in-glove with Sam 


Leake, when Leake was the Call, and the Chronicle seemed to 
regard him as an ideal. 


Then something dropped. Ruef got after him. Schmitz 


got after^him. The Bulletin, hating Ruef and Schmitz, got 
after hini nevertheless. The "Examiner" threw a few'more 
rocks his way. The Grand Jury got after him. Phelan was no 
longer potent. To be sure, Newhall, m shameless fashion, tried 
to save him, but Newhall counts for little except that he is a 
member of the Grand Jury. And now he has been removed 
from office and is by1 no means secure against an indictment.

If Frank Heney were District Attorney instead of Lewis 


H. Byington there probably would now come off the biggest 
show-up of police corruption ever known in California. 
The 


ousting of Wittman jars the whole combination of graft. 
A 


man like Heney would take advantage of the opportunity. ,Be- 
fore the combination could "set" again he would break in on it. 
One man turning State's evidence would send the gang flying 
in all directions. But Byington, able in court and honest as 
men go, has none of that aggressive and initiative honesty that 
breaks up corrupt rings and hunts out fraud in high places. 


To be sure, the ousting of Wittman is no triumph of de- 


cency. It is merely getting rid of a man who was not as useful 
to Ruef and Schmitz as some other man might be. But that 
fact needn't stop a stout prosecutor from taking advantage of 
a favorable situation. And this seems an unusually favorable 
situation. 
The present Grand Jury is the best we have had 


since the one that Barclay Henley drew for Judge Wallace—the 
one that sent Buckley and Rainey into Canada, and sent a lot 
of Judges and bribe-takers scurrying to headquarters with the 
cry, "Save us or we sink!" 
\ 


But it is a singular Grand Jury. It consists of Foreman 


Andrews and Ed. J. Bowtes. The others merely stand in, Bowes 
and Andrews work, and Bowes works to the best advantage, 
though Andrews gets most of the glory. Bowes is a recent de- 
velopment m public life. He is the active man in the firm of 
Shamwald, Buckbee & Co., and is secretary of the Family and 
the Corinthian Yacht Club. But up to now no one suspected 
him of such civic energy. He has taken hold of his work as a 
Grand Juror with a tremendous vim and has pursued it regaid- 
less of threats and technicalities. And so he has won such re- 
spect among his fellow members that whenever he develops any- 
thing the others stand behind him unquestioningly. The same 
is true of the work of Andrews. 
Few of the other members 


ever really initiate or investigate anything. 


Wm. B. Bourn, President of the San Francisco Gas and 


Electric Company, President of the University Club, million- 
aire and bon vivant, this week gave a strange exhibition of how 
little regard a man of standing in the cornmunify can have for 
the truth. The "Examiner" printed a story that Bourn had 
told some of the Grand Jurors that five members of the Board 


of Supervisors had tried to sell their votes on the gas-rate ord- 
inance at $500 apiece. Bourn canie out with a denial of the 
story—a denial that was meant to appear flat * 


5Tet all the time Bourn knew the story was tuie. He had 


told the whole thing to William G. Stafford, a member of the 
Grand Jury and a fellow Pacific Union Club member. Stafford 
had told the other Grand Jurors. Then the stojy leaked out. 
Before Bourn printed Ms denial Stafford made luir strike out 
a paragraph denying that he ever had told the storv to a Grand 
Juryman. But the rest of the story Bourn published knowing 
he was publishing a lie. And,yet Bourn is of the class that won- 
ders that San Francisco does not reform sooner. 


Why, if we had a Heney for District Attorney P-illy Bourn, 


with all his money, would have been before that Grand Jury in 
no time. Then if he reiterated his published denial he would 
have been arrested for perjury before night. When men like 
Bourn, who are supposed to head public •vntrmeut, liave such 
little regard for the truth, how is the city <o bevier its public 
morals ?

Flowing 7,000 and Several 


Give Smaller Amounts.

35 miles directly south of this place, 
on the Pacific Coast (narrow gauge) 
railroad
